PRISON LABOK. 


A very valuable contribution on the 


subject of prison lubor has been made 
by tho supervisor of the New Jersey 
penitentiary. Some time ago that state 
adopted wlmt is known as tho piece-price 
plan ot employing tho convict*. tl'his 
was 
done 
with 
a view 
to satisfy 


the largo class of persons who demanded 
the abolition of tho contract system for 
too reason that it brought prison labor 
in direct competition with free labor. 
That state has had an opportunity to teat 
both plans, and tho nuporvisior of the 
state prison is satisfied that tho piece- 
price system is neither economical nnr 
has it any advantage in any respect over 
the contract plan. 


Under tho piaoo-prico plan there has 


been considerable enforced idleness of 
priEoners,and of course an important loss 
ot earnings to the state. In other words 
tho state has lost money by tho now plan, 
and tree labor has not received any addi- 
tional protection, 
Tho ^supervisor was 


friendly to the piece-price plan .and bad 
considerable prejudice against,the con- 
tract system'until eome practical expe- 
rianco forced him to ahange his rniud. In 
concluding his report to the logulature 
he nays: 


In my opinion, a far mort1 effective 


plan of employing prison lubor, both for 
purposes of revenue uuil of protection to 
free labor, would be to restore the con- 
tract syBtem, and at the same time to 
prohibit the prirou authorities from con- 
tracting for the lubor ot the convicts ut a 
price lees than say 05 ceutB a day, and 
retaining tho restrictive clause iu regard 
to the number of men to bo employed in 
any one- industry. 
Under tbis plan 


doubtless many small manufacturers 
would be tound who, without a sufficient 
capital to establish n plant themselves, 
would be only too glad to avail thtrn- 
Bklvos of tho facilities for mauufasturing 
offered by the htate, and m consideration 
thereof, willing to pay a fair price for tho 
labor of convicts." 


New York has abolished tho contract 


system, and not only has it proved a 
norions loss to tho s tato in a financial 
point ot view, but the enforced idleness 
ot tho prisoners, with its bad moral effect, 
is a serious objection to tho government 
of a prison under which tho healthfm 
employment of tho prisoners IB lost sight 
of.

secretary take* strong grounds in favor of 
a thorough judicial investigation of tin1 
validity of tho Bell patent, and closes hi.-i 
communication as for.ows:

I troversy ns to the validity of the patent is 
I not embraced within the terms oi your ro- 


quesl. The issue before me lies ont-sido tho 
ultimate merits of the cane as a subject ol' 
judicial investigation. 
As to whnt, the llmil 


judgment should 1)0, I liavo nut f.ilr unllud 
upon to form, and if I had formed I \vou1u 
not express an opinion. 
The question is 


whether enough lias been shown upon tho 
hearing to require the submission of the 
matter to tho court at tho instance of the 
government. 


Tho proof adduced in support and defence 


is very voluminous and very conllictin^ in 
many respects. It involves great scifntillo 
research and detail, and perhaps some in- 
tricate legal questions. Tho allegations and 
tho evidence touching.the circumstances at- 
tending tho issue of tho patent are of such a 
nature and have such, a support us to render 
it. in iny opinion, improper to ignore or dis- 
miss them. Such a caso is presented us I 
think ought to undergo thorough judicial 
investigation, 
It appears that many suits 


have been pending betwoon the corporation 
claiming this patent and others that assail 
it. 
In none of tliese cases has there been, or 


can there bo, as I think, such thorough in- 
vestigation and full adjudication as to al- 
leged frauds or mistakesoccuring in the pat- 
ent office in the issuing of the patent
